SCHOOL REPORT. 


The close of another fiscal year makes the annual report of 
the school board now in order. In submitting our report we 
ean add but little to what has already been said regarding our 
schools, and we are equally unable to ofter suggestions of value 
to the parents or the public which have not been embodied in 
our former reports. Numerous obstacles have in various ways 
retarded the progress of the schools, and many times experi- 
enced teachers and the best directed efforts of the school board 
have failed of satisfactory results. No doubt some of the 
blame attaches to the board and teachers, yet in our opinion 
quite a portion of it rests with the parents. Punctual attend- 
ance and cheerful obedience so necessary to thorough work on 
the part of the pupil can be obtained only through the coopera- 
tion of the parents. A school afflicted with irregular attend- 
ance rarely maintains good order, and our experience justifies 
the assertion that more teachers fail in the matter of discipline 
than on account of literary incompetency. 

In his last annual report Mr. Gowing, state superintendent 
of public instr uction, said in regard to irregular attendance: 
“The work of the school is the business of the child, and every 
child should be impressed with the idea that his business can no 
more be neglected without detriment than tbe business of 
adults.” “Tendencies to tardiness and absence seem ‘to run in 
families’ along with other family traits. The responsibility for 
negligence of school duties rests not wholly upon the child, but 
quite largely upon the parent, who knows or ought to know, the 
general conduct of his child, and who, by ‘inaction tacitly 
assents to such conduct.” 

The session of the state Teachers’ Institute held in the town 
hall last spring brought to us some of the best instructors in 
New England, and the institute resulted in awakening many 
latent ideas in the minds of our teachers and much benefit re- 
sulted therefrom. 

Many of the books now in the erioals have become useless 
from wear and are in a condition unfit for use, and must be re- 
placed by new ones during the coming year. The renewing of 
& portion of our text books will be a movement in the. in- 
terest of economy for the pupils cannot do good work with poor 
material.
